JEWISH BOARD 


OF GUARDIANS 


Call for More Generous Help from Community 


By a Jewisn Curonicie Reporter 


The community was good at calling 
upon the Jewish Board of Guardians 
for help, but not so good when it 
came to giving them financial support 
to carry out their work, Sir Seymour 
Karminski, President of the Board, 
told a gathering of the representatives 
of the main Jewish charity organisa- 
tions in London, who met in his home 
on Thursday of last week. ’ 

Sir Seymour went on.to. Ssay_ that the 
Roard was in urgent need of funds, as 
the annual deficit had . increased to 
£50,000 this year. Unless the community 
rallied round to help. the Board of 
Guardians would have to cut down their 
work for the community. The wide scope 
of the Board's welfare work was not 
generally appreciated by Jewish people, 
who did not realise that the Board did 
a great deal to help people in thei: own 
homes—over 3,000 families 


helped by the General Welfare Depart- 
merit in the last year, 

The cost of maimtamuing these services, 
which were the most expensive part of 
the Board's work, was increasing, Some 
Jewish charity organisations had been 
helning the Board regularly, but he 
appealed to all organisations to do what 
they could in the coming years to give 
financial support to the Board. 

Mr. I. W. Goldberg. Treasurer of the 
Board, added his hope that a special effort 
be made to help to straighten out the 
Board's finances before its centenary in 
1959. The J.B.G. was proposing to 
launch a special appeal for a £500, 
endowment fund then, and he looked to 
those present to provide £100,000 towards 
this. 

Speaking on behalf of the Sportsmen's 
Aid Committee, Mr, L. Cohen promised 
to give £1,000 a year to the Board, and 
said he hoped that others would similarly 
pledge themselves to support the Board's 
work. Mr. Sydney Davis, Co-Chair- 
man of the Board's Functions Committce, 


thanked Sir Seymour and Lady Kar- 


minski for their hospitality, 


SERMON FOR THE WEEE 


_ FATHERS AND SONS 


And Aaron held his 
(Lev. x, 3). 


HAT pathos and anguish 
are contained in this short 
phrase which, in the 
Original Hebrew, comprises only 
two words. Aaron's two sons had 

died, struck down suddenly in the 

very heart of the sanctuary. They 
had been presumptuous enough to 
offer “ strange fire “upon the altar. 

Whatever the exact nature of that 

offence was, and the context is none 
too clear on the subject, one realises 

that they had broken faith, betrayed 
their calling, and = transgressed 
against the rules governing priestly 
conduct. They were punished forth- 
with, and died at the place where 
they had committed the offence. 
These were two young men who 
had been so carefully nurtured by 
their father. He had reared them in 


peace 


a manner befitting their rank and 
station. No doubt in the course of 
time they would have taken their 


rightful place as leaders of the com- 
munity. But a short while before this 
tragic event they had been consecrated 
in the priesthood and the ceremony 
had been rformed in the presence 
of the whole congregation. Now they 
were dead, cut off at the very start 
of their public career. 


OW did Moses, their uncle, who 

had initiated them into the priest- 
hood react to this tragedy ? His was 
the unpleasant task to pass the solemn 
admonition in the name of God: 
“ Through them that are nigh unto 
Me 1 will be sanctified, and before 
all the people I will be glorified.” 
Poor consolation, indeed, for a suffer- 
ing parent. But Moses realised that 
they had ketrayed a sacred trust. They 
were priests who were called upon to 
hear a great communal responsibility, 
Theirs was a sacred service demanding 
great precision of conduct and exem- 
plary demeanour. And as for the 
stricken father, he “held his peace.” 
Aaron looked on in silence, a tragrn 
figure who submitted to the paintul 
verdict without uttering a word of 
reproach, 

his poignant scene and the descrip- 
tion of Aaron's conduct naturally 
focuses attention on the father rather 
ihan on the sons. Aaron was a 
remarkable man. He was gentle and 
peace-loving, and, according to trad:- 
ion, sought every opportunity to 
reconcile discordant partics. But in 
his own personal and domestic sorrow 
he was powerless... Unable to restrain 
his sons from committing such an 
offence he was overcome by tragedy 


and could only submit in dignified 
silence. 

As one reads this passage one is 
prompted to ask whether it is 
designed to direct attention to the 
parent-children relationship, but with 
emphasis on the parental aspect. It 
is a common practice to subject 
parents to virulent criticism for 
the lack of guidance to their 
children, for the bad example which 
they show, and for their failure 
to equip the younger generation to 
face their future responsibilities. But 
this passage strikes a very different 
note. Here is a father who is utterly 
blameless and beyond reproach. He 
gave his children the requisite guid- 
ance and direction, but they failed to 
accept his teaching or follow his 
example. Aaron, alas, is one more 
case of an eminent father whose sons 
betrayed their trust. We recall the 
sons of Moses, and of Eli the High 
Priest, and of Samuel the Prophet. 
How well these instances recall to 
mind the stinging challenge of Isaiah: 
“ Children I have reared, and brought 
up, and they have rebelled against 
me, 


HE Torah is at pains to stress the 

need for children to respect their 
parents and to follow their good 
example. But what if they fail and 
rebel against principle and tradition ? 
Aaron's conduct gives the sad but only 
answer, Parents can do no more than 
teach and guide, but if, despite all their 
efforts, their children pay no heed to 
them and persist in going their own 
way the hapless parents must submit 
in silence to the verdict and bear the 
burden of their tragedy. This is part 
of the zaar giddul banim. the more 
parnful aspect of parenthood,

SEASONABLE MANUAL 


Jewish gardeners in this couniry and 
abroad will be delighted to learn that, 
thanks to many years of painstaking 
research work by two botanists of the 
Hebrew University, in Jerusalem, the 
problem of identifying and naming in 
Hebrew plants commonly cultivated in 
Israel has now been solved. A book 
just published in Tel Aviv by Profes- 
sor M. Zohary and Dr. Abraham 
Fahn, “The Cultivated Plants of 
Israel,” gives a complete inventory of 
over 1,400 plants and flowers together 
with their Hebrew and Latin names. 
Hundreds of drawings and illustrations 
make identification easy even for those 
who are not very well versed in the 
Hebrew language. Incidentally. the 
application of Biblical names to plants 
did not prové sufficient and new ter- 
minology had to be invented by the 
authors, one of whom, Dr. Fahn, a 
member of the Linnean Society of 
London (which is recognised as the 
world authority in natural history 
and of which Sir Frederick Stern, 
©.B.E., is the Treasurer), spent many 
months at the Kew Gardens . her- 
barium to identify unknown species of 
Israeli flora.

Foreign Secretary's Statement 


BY OUR PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT 


A four-point plan as a basis for a 
setticment between Israel and the Arab 
States was put forward by Mr.

NEW BUILDING OF 
JEWS’ COLLEGE 


Opening Celebrations 
Being Arranged

Arrangements for the opening of the 
new building of Jews’ College on, it 
is hoped, Sunday, October 20. were 
discussed at a meeting of the Council 
of the College over which the Chair- 
man, Mr. Alan A. Mocatta, O.B.E.. 
QC., presided at Woburn House on 
Tuesday, 

Mr. Mocatta, who welcomed Mr, Bard 
(Chairman of the Kashrus Commission) 
as a new member of the Council, 
announced that since their last meetin 
Mr. David E. Franklin had resigne 
from his position of Joint Treasurer and 
from the Council, On behalf of the 
Counci!) Ms. Mocatta expressed his 
appreciation of the work which Mr. 
Franklin had done for the College 
SINCE 1947, 

On the motion of the Rev. Dr. A. 
Cohen, seconded by Mr. Alfred Woolf, 
J.P... Mr. Mocatta was re-elected Chair- 
man of the Council 

Mr. Felix Levy was re-elected Trea- 
surer, and the Rey. hrawn Levine, 
Hon. Secretary. and the members of the 
various committees were re-elected in 
addition to a House Committee, with 
Mr. B. Marmorstein as its Chairman. 
which, sand Mr. Mocatta, had become 
necessary for running their new building. 

Service of Dedication 

Mr. Mocatia said that as a result of 
the sale of Woburn House the College 
would receive £83,932 (fram the United 
Synagogue), £40,000 of which the College 
had recerved in cash, and the balance 
would be paid by June 20 next. 

This, sand Mr. Mocatta, in no Way 
lessened the need for achieving the target 
of thew appeal, which was £350,000, 
which had been set after taking into 
accoumt the proceeds of the sake of 
Woburn House. The present position 
was that apart from any new moncy 
which they might secure they had 
promises amounting to about £100,000, 
which would be coming in in the next 
year or two, whereas they had to com- 
plete the payment soon. 

The cost of the new building, includ- 
ing equipmem but excluding furniture, 
was estemated at £150,000. towards which 
they had already paid £78,000 They 
were able to secure an overdrafi from 
the bank up to £55,000 and he thought 
that they ought to avail themselves of 
these facities. 

li was agreed that a service of dedica- 
tion should be held in the synagogue of 
the College building, which should be 
relayed to visitors m other parts of the 
building (the synagogue, the Chairman 
pointed out, could not accommodaic 
more than SO).

MIDDLE EAST PROPOSALS 


. Foreign Secretary’s Statement 
BY OUR PARLIAMENT ARY CORRESPONDENT 


A four-point plan as a basis for a 
settlement between Israel and the Arab 
States was put forward by Mr. 
Liovp, Foreign Secretary. in 
the Middle East debate in the Com- 
mons last week. His proposals were: 


(1) There must be guarantees to the 
Arab Siaies against fsracli terriiorial 
expansion. That, he said, was a very 
real fear in the minds of many Arabs. 

(2) There must be guaranices to Issac! 
against cxscrmination. The Unied 
Nations had accepied the creation ol 
Isracl and in could nol, it seemed to him. 
permu her destruction. 

(3) There must be compromise scitic- 
menis on rcfiigees, frontiers, and waicr. 

(4) Meanwhile, preservaiion of peace 
on the frontiers was essential. 


Mr. Lioyd’s second poim raised all 
over again the question of Sir Anthony 
Eden's Guildhall speech of 1955, when 
Isracl took his reference to fronter 
adjusiments to mean the cession of large 
portions of her territory. 

Mr. Awnevein Bevan (Lab., Ebbw 
Vale). the Opposition’s chief spokesman 
in the debate, was quick 106 seck clarity 
on this matter, Was the House to undcr- 
stand, he asked, thai the Forcign Secre- 
lary was once more reviving fears abou! 
the boundary line ? 

Mr. Lioyd replied that the present 
frontiers between Israel and the Arab 
Siates were nonsense.

Deahng with the Gulf of Aqaba, Mr. 
Lieyd put forward the Governmeni’s view 
that it was an international waterway. 
The fact that the entrance passed through 
the territorial waicrs of two neighbour- 
ing countries, he said, did not mean that 
there was no right of free and imnocent 
passage. And other countries 
had a similaf approach 

On the Suez Canal, be thought it was 
widely feli that the Governmeni of Egypt 
imended to use their physical control of 
the Canal to exercise polilical pressure 
on the Siates with which ihcy had 
differences. 

Mr. Bevan, in a reference to the Isracli 
withdrawal. said thai Israc! had proceeded 
by a highly dangcrous device—that cer- 
tam assumptions could be accepted and 
that Isract could have faith in certain 
expecta lions. 

“On both sides of the House I think 
we expect that the United Nations will 
sce to that Israel's act of courageous 
faith will not go unrequited.” said Mr. 
Bevan amid cheers. 


THE FUNCTION OF UNEF 


Mr..lan Harvey, Forcign Under- 
Secretary, stated in the Commons on 
Monday that the Government had 
made it clear in the U.N. General 
Assembly that it must be the 
Assembly's task to see that hostilities 
did not break out again in the Gaza 
Strip and that new attacks across the 
armistice lines, whether by Israchi 
forces. Egyptian forces, or fedayeen 
elements, could not recur. 

The Government's vicw was thai the 
United Nations force should be so 
deployed as to prevent a recurrence of 
such attacks. The force was in position 
on the Isrtacl-Egypt armistice: line in 
accordance with a résolution of February 


'?. and onc of its chicf tasks was to 


prevent raids and to assist in maintaining 
peacel ul conditions 

“ As members of the United Nations 
we shall. of course... do all we can to 
encourage the force to carry out these 
functions,” he added. 


BRITISH JEWS IN EGYPT 


Mr. JANNeR (Lab., Leices- 
ter, N.W.) asked in the Commons on 
Monday what reply had been received 
to the representations made to the 
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United Nations in respect of the dis- 
criminatory steps taken by Egypt 
against Jewish residents of British 
nationality in Egypt. 

Mr. law Hanvey, Foreign Under-Secre- 
tary, in a written reply, recalled that the 
British fepreseniative at the United 
Nations last December drew the attention 
of the General Assembly to the treatment 
of British subjecis in Egypt. They did 
not single out any one caicgory of British 

t. 

he Government, he said, had received 
through the United Nations an Egypuan 
Government assurance that “ gencrally 
speaking the deporiations could be con- 
sidered a closed chapter.” Neverihcless, 
indirect pressures continued and were 
comtinuing still, 

“Since then.” said Mr. Harvey, “ we 
called on the Egyptian Government on 
January 27 through the protecting Power 
to end the measures against British sub- 
jects. The ptian Government have 
not replied. ¢ are satisfied that the 
Swiss authorities have done ali they can 
to relieve the situation.” 


REFUGEE DENTISTS 


When the Commons discussed the 
shortage of dentists last week, Mr. Bar- 
wert Janner (Lab. Leicester, N.W.) said 
that people with denial qualifications of 
a high siandard came to Britain as victims 
of Nazi persecution. They were oppressed 
because of their race and religion. In 
most instances they were Jewish 

Abowt fifty of these refugee dentisis 
were still avatlable for registration 
dentists in this country. They were per- 
fectly honourable people, because, when 
they were naturalised, they had had then 
backgrounds invesigaicd. 

So far, regulations concerning registra- 
tion under the new Dentists’ Act had not 
been approved by the Privy Council. 

Mr. J. K.. Parlia- 
mentary Secrctatry to the Ministry of 
Heakh, replying. said that draft reguia- 
tions were awaited from the Gorficra! 
Dental Council. He saw no reason to 
capect that the House would be dis 
appointed in what was forihcoming

Mr. Fraser «aid 
that “ British policy in the Middle Faw 
remains and must remain the same That 
means first of all the upholding of the 
rule of law: secondly. the creation ol 
stability in the area’ and thirdly. within 


that framework the protection of our own 
mieresis. 


Nasser’s Defeat 


Towards thai end they had accepted the 
dictates of the United Nations, as had 
the State of Israel, because they believed 
or had believed that within that frame- 
work it was possible that these objectives 
could he actueved. Today they witnessed 
a situation in which they had given 
ground and in which Isracl had given 
ground. Ground in itself, especially if ix 
be a desert, was not so vahiable. Bur 
what could not be given up was the 
advance which he belicved they had made 
iO get away from what was called in 
diplomatic circles the status quo ante— 
from the appalling “ muck up” which 
had existed before last September There 
could be no return either for this 
country or for France or for Israel or 
the world to that situation. 

Mr. Fraser referred to the “ SLaggerine 
military defeat" of Nasser and the 
desiruction of an cnormous amoum of 
stores, and said that during these months 
they had seen a growing disunity among 
Nasser’s allies and a wave of svmpaihy 
for Israel and for the way in which the 
State of Isracl had behaved.

RISE AND FALL OF IRAQI JEWRY 


By a Jewrsn Curonicte Reporier 


Ihe story of the rise and fall of 
Iraqi Jewry, the world’s oldest Jewish 
community outside Palestine. was 
related by Dr. Ezra Hadad, a formes 
Professor of Arab History at Baghdad 
University and now Deputy Mayor of 
Ramile, to a gathering of the Anglo- 
Israeli Cultural Association at Flem 
ings Hotel, London, recently. Dr. 
LD. Preiskel presided. 

While Jewish history in Iraq began 


about 2,500 years ago, Dr. Hadad said. 
the Jewish association with that country 


went back even further. When the Jews 
were exiled to Babylon (which was part 
of present day Iraq) they acchmatised 
there very quickly, having estabished 
several prosperous townships—onc was 
called Tel Aviv-and what was perhaps 
the first bank in the world 

After a dark chapter, which lasied for 
centuries, the renamsance of Iraq: Jcwry 
started with the expansion of trade 
through the newly built Suez Cana! and 
the establishment of Jewish schools i 
Baghdad by the Anglo-Jewish Association 
and the French Alliance. Its decline eran 
in the early ‘thirties when the libcral- 
minded Feisal, first king of Iraq. died 
and the agents of Hitler began their ante 
Jewish campaign in the country.

TWO 18th-CENTURY 


WRITERS

MR. MOSHE PIJADE 


Mr. Moshe Pijade, President of the 
Yugoslav National Assembly, died in 
Paris last Friday after a heart attack, 
oniy a few days after leading the 
Y ugoslav Parliamentary delegation to 
London.

Soon 
atter he became Vice-President. and in 
1954 Presidem, of the Federal People’s 
Assembly. 

Afier the war Mr, Pijade took part in 
the Paris peace conference as a member 
of the Yugoslav delegation. In 1948. after 
the excommunication of the Yugoslav 
leaders by the Cominform, Mr. Pijade 
wrote arucles attacking Stalin and the 
Kremlin: policy. 

It was only on Tuesday of last week 
that Mr. Pijade, questioned at a luncheon 
of the Foreign Press Association in Lon- 
don about his country’s policy towards 
Isracl, replied with embarrassment that 
Yugoslavia was neither pro-Egyptian nor 
anti-Israeli—she was conductinga policy of 
co-existence and national sovereignty,” 
he said, Asked, then, why Yugoslavia 
supported Egypt. which was determined 
to destroy Isracl, Mr. Pijade said that 
there were faulis on both sides and Yugo- 
Slavia would make both sides understand 
that a peaceful solution was necessary. 
The body of Mr. Pijade was flown to 
Yugoslavia and was buried among the 


national heroes of the Republic on 
Monday. Marshal Tito attended the 
funeral ceremony. Four days’ mourn- 
mg was observed throughout the 
country.

The total sum of £63,000, in dona- 
tions and pledges, has so far been 
reached in response to the appeal of 
the Central British Fund on behalf of 
Jewish refugees here from Egypt and 
Hungary and for the overseas relief 
work of the C.B.P. 


The Appeal Committee of the Fund, 
which met under the chairmanship of 
Mr. Oscar Joseph this week; made 
arrangemenis for its countfy-wide drive 
neat month when every Jewish com- 
munity and the major trade groups will be 
approached for a contribution towards 
the target of £200,000. A special effort 
will also be made among Jewish women 
through the introduction of a “ moncy 
box” drive, which is to be launched at 
a luncheon at the Dorchester Hotel, 
London on April 9%. 


Funds Urgently Needed 


The urgent need for funds for Jewish 
refugees still exists, notwithstanding the 
grants from the Anglo-Egyptian Resettle- 
ment Board or from the Lord Mayor's 
Fund in the case of Hungarian refugees. 
The aid which the Resettlement Board is 
providing to Jewish refugees from Egypt, 
it Was pointed out to me by the Fund, 
forms only a proportion of the amount 
which is required for the mamtenance 
and resettlement of these refugees, and 
the difierence has to be covered by the 
Fund itself, 

In addition, it should be realised that 
of all the Jewish refugees from Egypt 
who have so far been admitted to this 
country, from 10 to |5 per cent are not 
British subjects: they are either Stateless 
or of foreign nationality. and do not. 
therefore. qualify for any assistance from 
the Anglo-Egyptian Resettlement Board. 
and must be maintained entirely by the 
Central British Fund 

The Resettlement Board, whose terms 
of reference. set by the Government. also 
include the collation of claims against 
the Egyptian State. has now informed the 
Egyptian Department of the Jewish 
Refugees’ Committee that it will deal 
directly with recognised Jewish organisa- 
tions in the provinces im ihe registration 
and assessment of any claims that Jews 
from Egypt might file in connection with 
the losses they have suffered. Normally. 
such assessments would he hand!'sd by

INTERPRETER FORCED TO 
LEAVE REFUGEE CAMP 


Demonstration by Hungarians

A young Hungarian Jewish refugee, 
Peter F., tells me that he was forced 
last week to leave the camp for Hun- 
garian refugees at Zetland Hostel, 
Marske-by-the-Sea, near Redcar, 
Yorkshire, where he was an_ inter- 
preter, after the refugees had demon- 
Strated against his presence. 

He was sent to the hostel by the 
British Council and remained there for 
three weeks.

While indignant demonstrators 
carried black-bordered banners in 
Haifa, Tel Aviv, and Jerusalem as a 
sign of protest against the evacuation, 
there were quite a few sabra girls at 
Sharm El Sheikh who sighed with 
obvious relief when the evacuation 
order came through. “Of course I am 
sorry we have to leave,” one of them 
said to me vehemently, ~ but at least 
I won't have to see another fish in 
my life, because if I see another fish, 
I'll become stark. raving mad... .” 

One of the most fabulous fishing 
grounds in the world, the Red Sea is 
a fisherman's paradise because of the 
wealth of fish, absence of storms 
(except during the relatively short 
monsoon period), and the comparative 
lack of any competition. 

Under King Farouk’s rule, the 
Egyptian Fisheries Department had an 
agreement. with Italian and Greek 
fishing interests. according to which 


‘scores of fishing vessels, flying the 


flags of the two countries, were free 
to operate in the Red Sea, using the 
Port of Suez as their base of opera- 
tions and suppl\ Nasser s dictator- 
ship deprived hundreds of Italian and 
Greek fishermen of their fishing rights 
in the Red Sea. 


Bitter Pill of Withdrawal 


Nahal, the Istacli Army's Military 
Settlement Service, set up a small 
fishing kibbutz at Solomon's Bay, as 
Sharm El Sheikh was called during the 
four months of Israch rule 

The Solomon's Bay kibbutznik- 
fishermen were and still are (in new 
surroundings at Elath) a vivacious 
bunch of teenagers. of both sexes, who 
thumbed their noses at Nasser’s fishing 
decrees till the U.N.-U.S.A. pressure 
forced them out. Although they left 
Solomon's Bay. breaking up the home- 
made fishing-jetty, which they built 
with their own hands, they have 
already swallowed the bitter pill of 
withdrawal and are planning to 
operate in the Red Sea from Elath, 
with bigger boats, of course, and 
escorted by Isracli Navy patrol 
vessels and torpedo-boats, to guard 
them against possrble and expected 
Egyptian acts of. piracy and aggres- 
sion. 

The bovs are graduates of the Mich- 
moreth Fishing School, south of Haifa, 
and were called up for multary ser- 
vice after their graduation. The girls 
are mostly. kibbutz sabras who have 
also” been called wp for military 
service, Thus,-a group of young, 
idealistic. and enthusiastic boys and 
girls arfived at Sharm El Shetkh, put 
up teats on a sandy. stretch of beach, 
buikt a jetty out of- old, gravel-filled 
tar barrels and heavy planks and 
boards, and made a few ancient row- 
ing boats seaworthy, the promised out- 
board motors having failed to arrive. 

The boys hoped to acquire some 
real sea-gorng smacks and trawlers, 
which would permit operations up to 
a 400-mile’ range instead of four 
miles. Now the Nahal boys are dis- 
appointed, but not yet disenchanted, 
and they plan to acanire some big 
craft at Elath to operate first all along 
the Gulf of Aaaba. and then, if they 
get big steel-hulled trawlers. in the 
main Red Sea waters as well, Their 
optimism has a sound basis, for they 
caught more fish with their rowing 
boats and a few primitive nets and 
lines than most professional fishermen 


‘could ever hope to do in other fishing 


areas. 
The choicest specimens of fish were 


packed and flown north to Israel. and 
the rest was eaten by the fishermen 
themselves and by the soldiers of the 
Red Sea garrison. As long as the 
captured Egyptian sheep lasted, they 
were slaughtered at a steady rate by 
an elderly, bearded shochet, whom 
the Military Rabbinate flew in from 
Isracl. Later, only canned meat was 
available and the delicious Red Sea 
fish, with their high protein and vita- 
Min value, cooked, fried, and steamed, 
made quite a difference in the daily 
diet of the garrison at Solomon's 
Bay and Ras Nasrani. Israeli soldiers 
are no great gourmets, and if they do 
not cat what they like they make no 
protest. On the other hand, if they 
do not like what they eat they com- 
plain. To propitiate them our army 
cooks at Sharm El Sheikh served, 
therefore, 11 different variations, al! of 
os strictly kosher, of the Red Sea 
sh. 


Sturdy, middle-aged Rivka Wein- 
stein, a volunteer from Kibbutz Te! 
Yosef, was in charge of the fishing 
kibbutz. Called “Mother of the 
Fishermen,” khaki-clad Rivka. her 
dark hair combed back in Golda Meir 
fashion, did the work of ten men and 
twenty women. She ran the entire 
kibbutz, supervised all the fishing, 
cooking, and supply activities, patched 
up broken romances and arranged new 
ones, and was a general “ Mother- 
Confessor” to the boys and girls. 
Incidentially, the Sharm El Sheikh 
romances were helped a great deal by 
a hull called by our garrison Giv'at 
Ha’ahavah (Hill of Love), 


Working in Shifts 


The boys used to work in two shifts. 
one in the morning and one in the 
afternoon, each shift being divided 
into two sections——one section casting 
net-traps and one fishing with hooks, 
bait, and nylon lines. The bovs who 
fished in the morning with net-traps 
wouki change to nylon lines in the 
afternoon, and vice versa. The girls 
had to keep the camp clean, help 
unload and sort out the catch, repair 
torn nets and lines, sew, launder, and 
iron uniforms, underwear, and bed- 
linen, and—most important—clean, 
cook, and serve fish. Now, every 
Jewish girl saw her mother making 
gefiilite fish more than once, but 
having to kill dozens of fish a day with 
a Smart smack on their heads, cleaning 
off the sticky scales with knives, 
and slitting open the bellies to take 
out the entrails is something different. 
~ We see nothing but fish, day in day 
out. . wailed one of the girls, ~ we 
smell of fish ourselves, and the fishy 
smell is so mgramed that we can't 
even scrub it off after two hours ol 
showering We have to clean the 
fish, cut them. salt them, cook them. 
fry. them. and serve them to our 
highly critical men, waiting in vain 
for one single word of praise. We 
never heard from them that our cook- 
ing is good and that they wished they 
could enjov it on a lifelong basis. 
Instead. the boys complain that we 
smell of fish and they go out at mght 
with other girls. who work in a cosy 
office and who do not smell of fish 

fell, as long as I live, Ill never eat 
fish again : 

The girls hated fish with a fierce 
burning hatred, and it must be said 
to their credit that despite this hatred 
they did their work efficiently. They 
will probably marry their boys and 
settle down in some Nahal kibbutz 
though it # too early yet to predict 
whether the Red Sea Nahal Fishing 
Settlement will sink roots in the Gull 
of Aqgaba’s rocky shore. 
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BRITISH VIEW ON 
SUEZ CANAL 


Free Passage for Israeli 
Ships 
By a Diplomatic Correspondent 


The British Government, a Foreign 
Office spokesman stated on Wednes- 
day, would stand by the decision of the 
U.N, Security Council of 1951 on Suez 
that Egypt was not justified in exercis- 
mg belligerent rights regarding the 
passage of Isracli ships, This would 
also apply to the Straits of Tiran. 

The spokesman did not say outright 
whether or not the Egyptian memoran- 
dum, published this week, on shipping 
through the Suez Canal was compatible 
wih the six principles on shipping 
adopted by the Security Council last 
October, but he agreed that Isracl's 
rights of passage were covered by these 
principles. 

It ts understood that British vessels 
have been passing quietly through the 
Gulf of Aqaba, removing stores and ver- 
sonnel from the Jordan port of Aqaba 
following the termination of the Anglo- 


Aordan Treaty. 


The fact that British ships are using 
the Gulf opens interesting possibilities 
After the British steamer Anshun had 
been shelled by the Egyptian battcries at 
Ras Nasrani some years ago. an agree- 
ment was reached between British and 
Egyptian authorities that the passage of 
every British ship through the Straits 
of Titan would be announced in advance 
This agreement has lapsed with the 
breaking-off of diplomatic relations 
between Egypt and Britain. Since British 
ships are now using the Siraits of Tiran 
wilbout an agreemem with Egypt and 
since Egypt has not protesied against 
their using the Gulf of Agaha wihout 
an agreemem. it can be argued that Fevpt 
has given de facio recognition of the 
Gulf as an international waterway.

SOVIET REPORTERS AT GAZA 


Stories of Israeli “ Atrocities” 
BY 4 DIPLOMATIC CORRESPONDENT 


Moscow has acted unusually quickly 
in sending correspondents to Gaza, 
and the Egyptian authorities have 
given them all facilities to send their 
dispatches—-facjlities denied to news- 
paper men of the Western countries. 

In an obvious attempt to show their 
appreciation. the correspondents of Tass 
and Pravpa have sent out highly-coloured 
reporis about “ Iisrach atrocitics.” The 
PRavDa correspondent, Vishnewsky, 
reporting from Gaza, described the 
“ warm welcome” given to the Egyptians 
and the “ outrages of the United Nations 
troops, which had caused intense 
indignation among the Egyptian public. 

In broadcasts to the Arab countries, 
Moscow Radio has continued to present 
Isracl as an aggressive Power which had 
lined un with the Unsted States and other 
imperialists in an attempt to establish in 
G;a7a a strategic base. and to use it 
against the Arab countries. 

Quoting the formér Arab Mayor of 
Gaza, Moscow Radio said that under the 

pretext of protecting the area, the U.S.A. 
had intended to establish control over 
the area two years before the Isracli 


averession. In another broadcast in 
Arabic. entitled “ Another Israchi 
Aggression,” a speaker on Moscow 
Radio declared that Isracl and the 


linited States “are at present. threaten- 
ing Egypt with a new aggression,” and 
that America preparing to use Israel 
in an attempt to rule over Egyptian 
territory 

Referring to Gaza and the Gulf of 
Avaba. Moscow Radio said that these 
grcas were “ the property of the sovereign 
Biate of Egypt.” 

Although the broadcasts are no longer 


as violently anti-Isracli as in the past, 
it is clear that Russia continues to sup- 
port fully President Nasser’s latest moves 
m respect of Gaza, and is encouragin 
him to complete the re-<stablishment o 
Egyptian rule there and in the ousting 
of United Nations troops. 

The main Soviet attack is now directed 
against America and the Eisenhower 
Doctrine. But Israci still continues to be 
held up, especially in broadcasts to the 
Arabs, as an aggressive Power in align- 
ment with America, with the suggestion 
that if the Arabs want to be saved from 
these alleged dangers they must turn to 
Moscow, their faithful ally, and the 
mighty State which has the necessary 
force to protect them. 


GHANA DELEGATION

AIN ran down the gashed red 
earth and streamed down 
the buffalo-grey hills. The 

first rains of the season. We drove 
to the top of Mount Carmel and 
could see nothing for mist it 
filled the winter sky—torn and 
lovely after a year’s glassy heat. 
Mist hung in the chasm between 
Carmel and the Mediterranean 
crocheted white-grey. Pine tops 
spiked through the mist upward.

He 
spoke guttural Hebrew. 
Arabic: the Druse people cherish 
an old hatred for Arabs, furnish- 
ing a valuable ally to the Israeli 
Government. They uphold an 
esoteric sort of theosophy, mixed 
up with the Prophet Shu’eib and 
sundry minor prophets. They have 
blue eyes and black moustaches 
curling as grandly as do the horns 
of their goats 


The Painted Idol 


Before we could find the coffee- 
house. a carnival of Druse ladies 
tripped over the puddles, twittering 
with laughter. Ihey flaunt mauve 
satin, orange, pink. Darting through 
the torrent they carry on their heads 
plates heaped with fice A girl 
drums the way to a méliée of women 
and children, hectic in a hot room. 
“ Dance, dance, 
ging us inside. 
an icon, a thickly painted idol. “ Yes, 
it's a wedding '" A circle bobs chin 
to chin around a jigging old dame, 
blue-tattooed, who keens in a shrill 
voice. 

“Where's the bride?” we demand 
of a’ matron whose wild purple cyes 
roll in a web of wrinkles? Her coin 
armour jingles as she butts through a 
laundry-full of white veils clinging to 
almond faces. We reach the idol. A 
tiara of fake pearls frames the mask 
of rouge and kohi around the eyes. 
Hands red with henna lie folded on 
the rigid white brocade. 

Suddenly the idol moved a hand. 
Trembiing with stiffness she got down 
from the high chair perched on a 
table. With never a word or a smile 
she ate some rice from the mounds. 
“For twenty-four hours the. bridal 
pair must keep silent and touch no 
food. Now it is over. The feasting 
begins.” 

Dodging rrvulets 
between gcraniums down the hill, we 
found a stone house. where the sheikh 
and the menfolk of both families sat 
in sombre silence with the groom. 
Nissim Nasr-e-Din was about to lead 
the dance of unmarried men. Short. 
stubby. tobacco-complexioned. Nasr- 
e-Din looked lke a jolly plumber 
from Croydon. He wore a pin-stripe 
off the peg. tucked into high boots 
with curly tocs All the bachelors 
could have come from the Tottenham 
Court Road. in. draped suits with 
sharp shouldering and Hawaiian ties. 
[he groom was just ecighteen—like his 
betrothed Mourntul as death. he 
clutched a little bouquet in fingers 
vermilion with henna He had a 
brand-new navy outfit and extra- 
ordinarily bright blue shoes 


Bagpipe Tuner 


Nasr-e-Din headed the line of 
young men, while a venerable fellow 
clad in two robes under his abbave 
began tuning a Druse bagpipe. The 
long reed gave out a desperately 
plaintive moan.

Issue of Exit Permits 
Stopped 


By a Correspondent 


As a result of intervention by 
Moscow, the Polish Government has 
stopped temporarily the issue of exit 
permits to Jews wishing to emigrate 
io Israel, unconfirmed reports from 
Warsaw state. The Soviet Govern 
ment intervention is believed to have 
been made following an appeal by 
Cairo. 

The decision to halt emigration. is 
primarily directed against Polish Jews 
returning from the Sovict Union. In 
recemt months hundreds of Polish Jews, 
who spent the war vears in Russia, have 
been permitted to return, and as a rule 
have been allowed to leave for israel 
without any difficulty or formalities. But 
since Monday the situation is stated to 
have changed. Jews returning to Poland 
are being told that before thei applica- 
tion for permission to emigrate is con- 
sidered, they must, as Polish citizens, 
first settle in a normal way in Poland 

lt is Mot known whether this chanec 
of attitude will also affect applications 


made by resident Polish Jews who are 
waiting for exit permits. There has also 
recently been an influx of Jews from

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EGY?PT’S JEWS 
AND U.N. 


AMONG President Nasser’s many 
evil deeds none has surpassed in 
inhumanity his treatment of the 
Jewish community in Egypt. 
Having begun in Nazi fashion with 
the introduction of yellow cards for 
Jews, he has, with Nazi ruthless- 
ness and with a Nazi, Herr von 
Leers, as his ideologist-in-chief, 
wrought vengeance on the entire 
community. At least twenty 
thousand Jews have already been 
dfiven out of the country, almost 
destitute, and those who remain are 
now subjected to every kind of 
msult, degradation, and persecu- 
tion. No exact figures are as yet 
available, but according to reliable 
estimates Nasser has so far seized 
over £150,000.000-worth of Jewish 
property, funds which he is now 
utilismg to help to fill his empty 
treasury. He is thus using Jewish 
money to help him to finance his 
battle against Britain, France, and 
Israel. 


The harrowing stories which his 
defenceless victims tell when the: 
reach the free shores of Britain, 
Greece, «and Israel, countries in 
which they have sought refuge, may 
be only too familiar to a generation

January against Nasser’s brutal 
policy -and appealed to _ their 


respective Governments to use their 
good offices in order to halt the 
deliberate and brutal uprooting of 
the Egyptian Jewish community. 
Even earlier a group of leading 
Christian ministers in the United 
States, shocked by WNasser’s mis- 
deeds, addressed an open letter to 
President Eisenhower, urging him 
to step in and try to prevent the 
persecution of the handful of Jews 
still left in Egypt. So far, all these 
appeals have proved of no avail. 
What is even more disappointing is 
the fact that the United Nations. 
the organisation whose duty it is to 


watch over Human Rights—the 
very basis of its existence—looks 
on silently while the Egyptian 


dictator violates both the Charter 
and the 1948 Geneva Convention 
for the protection of civilians. 
Under Article XXVII of that Con- 
vention Egypt undertook to respect 
the personal rights of all in her 
territory and to treat with human- 
ity every person, regardless of 
nationality. The Secretary-General 
of the United Nations, so active 
and energetic in other spheres, has 
remained obstinately silent in. spite 
of the fact that months ago he was 
made fully aware of WNasser’s 
expulsion and maltreatment of the 
Jews, in violation of Egypt's 
solemn promises. It was tragic 
irony that-—as our United Nations 
Correspondent points out on an- 
other page—during the Assembly’s 
déliberations an Egyptian was 
nominated as Chairmen of a Com- 


mittee on Discrimination against 
Minorities at the very moment 
when Egyptian ships were dis- 
embarking defenceless and destitute 
Jewish refugees from Egypt. 


In the past few months the 
United Nations organisation has 
lost a good deal of its original 
lustre and esteem, It will have 
only itself to blame if it loses even 
more as a result of its passivity 
and silence over Nasser’s persecu- 
tion of the Jews. 


CO-OPERATION OR 
CHAOS? 


IT is sad to reflect that whereas the 
basic aims of the Western Powers 
and of Israel in the Middle East are 
virtually identical, there is a com- 
plete lack of unity in pursuing 
them. The overriding desire, of 
course, is for peace and prosperity 
for the area as a whole, but, in 
addition, there is the wish to keep 
the area free from Communism 
as expressed in the Eisenhower 
‘Doctrine—and to ensure the free 
flow of oil from the wells and :o! 
goods through the Suez Canal. 
These basic aims are held in com- 
mon, and if a war were being 
fought to defend them there would 
be over-all co-ordination with a 
common plan and joint execution. 
During the short period of the Suez 
incident Anglo-French co-opera- 
tion was very nearly compiete 
Now that phase is over and all ts 
once more confusion, with Colone! 
Nasser as the sole beneficiary. Per- 
haps the Bermuda Conference this 
week will produce some concerted 
action and help to clarify the issue 

The United States has shown 
during .recent months what con- 
fused thinking exists in Washington 
on the. subject of the Middle: Fast 
In an attempt to maintain his 
position vis-a-vis the Arab States 
and the Afro-Asidn Powers, 
Dulles has been pursuing a polic\ 
which has been weighted heavily 
against Israel, with the result that 
Mr. Ben-Gurion’s Government has 
been thrown into a state verging on 
despair lest the Arabs once more 
exercise the belhigerency of which 
they talk so much. Despite the 
assurances given by President 
Eisethower and Mr. Dulles, no 
one knows whether fedayeen raids 
will not again break out on the 
Gaza frontier or whether = Israeli 
shipping will be able to travel free}, 
in the Gulf of Aqaba and the Sue 
Canal. Even the promises which 
the President ts supposed to have 
received from King Saud already 
appear to be wearing thin, no doubt 
as a result of pressure from the 
other Arab States. Of the Great 
Powers, France aloné has accepted 
the logic of the situation and is 
giving strong support to Israel. The 
British Government, unfortunately, 
appears to have no firm policy, 
though the Foreign Office pays 
lip-service to the right of Israel to 
exercise freedom of navigation in 
Suez and Aqaba, while THe Times 
urges the necessity “to press on 
with new pipe lines . to lessen 
dependence on the Canal.” New 
pipe limes must envisage a route 
from. Elath to the Mediterranean. 
as well, presumably, as a line from 
Iraq through Turkish territory to 
the Mediterranean. In Israel, 
meanwhile, the mood seems to be 
one of waiting and seeing what will 
happen next. There will be test 
eases soon, for cargo ships bound 
for Elath will pass the Unef 
garrison which is holding Sharm E! 
Sheikh, and in a short time Colonel 
Nasser will have to decide whether 
or not he will allow Israeli ships 
through the Canal. The Israelis 
have shown as much patience as 
can be asked of any nation, and it 
seems unlikely that they can be pro- 
voked any further 
consequences for the peace of the 
area. 


The aims of the Western Powers 
and of Israel, one would have 
thought, are not unreasonable. 
But there seems little sign that they 
will gain the assent of the Arab 
States, which, encouraged. by the 
Russians, seem hell-bent on expres- 
sing their own version — of 
nationalism. -They have had the 
Satisfaction of seeing, thanks fo the 
support they have received from 
the United States and the United 
Nations, that neither Britain nor 
France nor Israel has reaped any 
advantages as a result of the Suez 
incident. But still they remain 
truculent. Surely it is time for the 
Western Powers to reorientate their 


ideas and to take a lead from the 


example of France. Israel and the 


without dire 
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Western Powers have common 
rights, and if these are defended 
together by following a co-ordi- 
nated plan, there is still hope that 
peace can be maintained in the 
Middle East. The opportunity now 
rests with the leaders of Britain 
and, especially, the United States. 
This week all eyes are turned from 
Gaza to Bermuda.

Ir must be a matter of much 
satisfaction, not only to the two 
institutions immediately concerned 
but also to the whole community, 
that the protracted negouiations 
between the United Synagogue and 
Jews’ College regarding Woburn 
House have now been so happily 
concluded. The site. on which 
Woburn House stands was origi- 
nally envisaged for the College 
alone, but eventually it was agreed 
to extend the scheme to enabie 4 
Jewish communal centre to be 
erected, and Woburn House in its 
present form came into existence 1) 
1932. The United Synagogue, the 
Board of Deputies, and other 
important communal organisations 
have enjoyed, together with Jews 
College, the advantages of accom- 
modation there during the past 
quarter of a century. It has long 
been felt, however, that the very 
success of Woburn House as a busy 
communal centre militated 
against its suitability as the locale 
for an educational institution such 
as Jews’ College. The future 
development and expansion of the 
College were generally recognised 
to be dependent upon its removal 
to new premises of its own which 
will enable it to function in a 
proper academic atmosphere. A 
suitable site was acquired im 
Montagu Square, where, in Novem- 
ber, 1955, during. the centenary 
celebrations of the College, the 
foundation-stone was laid of its 
new premises. The new building ts 
now nearing completion and the 
College will be removing there at 
the commencement of the academic 
year in the autumn. Meanwhile, 
however, there has been—naturally 
enough—considerable anxiety. in 
the community lest the removal of 
the College might in any way 
jeopardise the security of Woburn 
House as the Jewish communal! 
centre. By the terms of their agree- 
ment, the authorities both of Jews 
College and of the United Syna- 
gogue have shown very commend- 
able zeal in safeguarding the over- 
riding public interest in this regard. 
Not only will Woburn House 
remain undisturbed as the Jewish 
communal centre in the Metropolis, 
but the additional accommodation 
now acquired by the United Syna- 
gogue in this building wil! enable 
the Beth Din to be removed there 
from Adler House. The fact that 
the East End js no longer the 
centre of London Jewry has long 
been recognised, and the opportu- 
nity that has now been so happily 
taken of acquiring appropriate 
headquarters for the Chief Rabbi's 
Court at Woburn House cannot but 
Strengthen public interest in and 
appreciation of its vital function 
in. Anglo-Jewish_ life. 


A CRIME 


As the result of an attack made 
upon him by gunmen in the city’s 
streets, Dr. Israel Kastner has died 
ina Tel Aviv hospital. This assassi- 
nation is a violation of the laws of 
God and man and should be 
unhesitatingly denounced as such 
by all who value the teachings of 
Judaism. The fact that this murder 
has apparently been committed by) 
partisans in support of an ideo- 
logical cause in the State of Israel 
only adds to its enormity. It would 
indeed be a calamity for Jewry and 
contrary to all the hallowed tradi- 
tions of the Jewish people since 
time immemorial if such terrorist 
methods were ever to be excused 
or condoned in the slightest degree. 
The dire charges which were 
brought against the deceased are 
well known, although final judg- 
ment in the prolonged legal pro- 
ceedings has even yet not been 
pronounced, Public passions and 
resentments had been vehemently 
aroused and the inflamed feelings 
of. the surviving. victims of . Nazi 
atrocity should not be disregarded. 
Yet nothing can justify the action 
of Jewish citizens of a Jewish State 
who deliberately have recourse to 
the vile barbarities of gunmen. 
It is incumbent upon the Israeli 
authorities to uphold the rule of 
law and to ensure that those guilty 


of this crime shall not escape 
punishment.

HE Eleventh General 
Assembly, which has not yet 
come to an end—it is in recess 
and may be reconvened to deal 
further with the Middle East and 
the Hungarian problems—was one 
that delegates and observers who 
dreamt great dreams for the United 
Nations would like to forget. The 
Assembly, which began with the 
perennial “ Palestine Problem,” is 
notable not for its positive accom- 
plishments but for its negative acts. 
[he sudden increase in membership 
from sixty to cighty, and then to 
eighty-one on the last day (March 8) 
with the admission of Ghana, has 
changed the entire alignment of votes. 
lt is no longer possible to get a two- 
thirds majority needed for a resolution 
which does not have the backing of 
a hloc. - Thus. the so-called 
sautomatic majority” of the United 
States no longér exists. The meaning 
of ths, of course, is that the Assembly 
has become a body of vetoes. it 
means that a resolution distasteful to 
the Arabs cannot be effective aguinst 
the combined power of the Sovict and 
\fro-Asian blocs, while one unfavour- 
‘ble to Israel is possible if the U.S.A. 
cannot enlist the support of the Latin 
American blec im opposition. 


Political Powers Assumed 


Ihe Secretary-Ciencral assumed, or 
was made to assume, political powers 
which no one had envisaged for him 
when the Charter was drawn up. This 
was especially trie in the Middle East 
crisis during which Great Powers, 
“specially the United States. deposited 
vith him fora time their foreign 
policies relatmmg to the region, when 

were unwilling to deal openly 
in tne themscives for. fea: of 
mine their standing with the Arab 


lr was found impossible to take 
effective action against strong Powers, 
such- as the Soviet Union, which 
simply ignored resolutions relating to 
military imtervention in Hungary. 
while it was comparatively simple to 
nass resolutions against a small nation, 
such as Israel, and to implement 
rem It may be argued that effective 


action was taken against the United 
Kingdom and France over the Suez 
affair, but here was a special case. 
The pressure on them to withdraw 
was severest in Washington, and was 
merely reflected in the United 
Nations. Thus, the question was one 
of resisting their most important ally. 
and not simply that of defying the 
General Assembly. Also there was 
the threat of something stronger than 
Sanctions—a third world war, which 
Washington thought to be imminent 
if France and Britain did not with- 
draw. 

Durimg the Assembly's delibera- 
tions an Egyptian was nominated to 
head the Committee on Discrimination 
against Minorities of the Human 
Rights Commission at the moment 
when the Egyptian ship Misr sailed 
out of Alexandria with more Jewish 
refugees who had been persecuted by 
the Nasser authorities. 

On the Middle East, the Assembls 
adopted 14 substantive resolutions. 
most of them calling on Israel, France. 
and Britain to accept a cease-fire and 
to withdraw. One of them set up the 
United Nations Emergency Force to 
obtain and to supervise the with- 
drawal. 

The Middle Fast was first debated 
by the Security Council immediately 
on the news of the Israeli offensive 
in the Sinai. On October 3. an 
American resolution, strongly sup- 
ported by the Soviet Union. demanded 
that Israel withdraw forthwith on pain 
of sanctions. This was vetoed by both 
Britain and France 


Yugoslav Proposal 


Another resolution, stripped of the 
Sanctions threat, was then introduced 
by the Soviet Union. but this. too. 
was vetoed. At this pomt Yugoslaviy 
moved that the matter he 
a special session of ‘the 
Assembly . under the Uniting for 
Peace Resolution” adopted during 
ihe Korean.

The Assembly resolutions were as 
follows : 

November 2: By 64 to five (Britain. 

Australia, and New 
Zealand), with six abstentions, all 
parties were called upon to accépt 4 
cease-fire, Isracl was requested to 
withdraw behind the 1949 armistice 
lines, and i was urged that steps be 


-taken to reopen the Suez Canal. 


November 4: By 57 to nil, with 19 
abstentions, including Britain, France. 
the Soviet Union, and Isracl, Mr. 
Hammarskjoeld was asked to submit 
within 48 hours a plan for an emer- 
gency force to obtain and to super- 
vise a cease-fire. This was the 
proposal of Mr. Lester Pearson, the 
Canadian Foreign Minister. 

November 4: By 59 to five. with 12 
abstentions, the Assembly again called 
On Israc!l to withdraw and asked the 
Secretary-General to report on com- 
pliance within 12 hours. 


Assembly Resolutions 


November 5: By 57 to nil, with 18 
abstentions, the Assembly established 
the United Nafions Emergency Force 
by approving Mr. Hammarskjocid s 
report and plan, and named Major- 
General FE. L..M. Burns, of Canada. 
the head of the U.N. Truce Super- 
visory Organisation. as its head. 
Administrative functions were reserved 
for the Secretarv-General. 

November 7: By 64 to nil. with 12 
abstentions, the Assembly placed Mr. 
Hammarskjoeld in direct charge of 
the Force, created an advisory com- 
mittee, and approved other sections 
of his report dealing pith the setting 
up of Unef, 

November 7: By 65 to one (Israel) 
and ten abstentions, the Assembly 
called on Britain, France. and Israel 
“once again” to withdraw, although 
this was the first time the Assembly 
had made the request to the two 
Western States 

November 10: By 66 to nil, with 
two abstentions. the Assembly trans- 
ferred the question ftfom the. emer- 
gency session to the Eleventh General 
Assembly which was convened on 
November 12. 

November 24: By. 63 to five and

Munich was 
to be my first place of call and within

Munich 


The building of the Bavarian Jewish 
Communities in Reichenbachstrasse is 
a centre of great Jewish activity. It 
contains Spacious offices for dealing 
with all phases of communal affairs 
in the city. Tt has a fairly large syna- 
gogue where weekly services are held 
on Friday nights and Sabbath morn- 
ings and, of course. on all Festivals. 
There is a fine kindergarten: where | 
found many children of both sexes 
provided with. amenities - for a 
thorough Jewish education, and suffi- 
crent space and a variety of games to 
make them both happy and know- 
ledgeable. The teaching staff is young. 
keen. and efficient... The children are 
cheerful, healthy looking, and con- 
tented. and are a credit to the com- 
munity. There is certainly no attenipt 
to hide Yiddishkeit at Reichenbach- 
strasse. 

The dominating spirit of this com- 
munity ws undoubtedly their director, 
libranan, guide, and Jzaddik-—that 
indefatigable and dynamic personality, 
Dr. J. Rauch, With his charming wife 
he gives his all to the noble cause of 
bettering the welfare of Munich 
Jewry. He is at work in his offices 
from very early morning. First comes 
morning prayers with the laying of 
tefillin: then business begins with a 
never-ceasing procession of inquiries 
by men and women of all ages : ques- 
tions touchine every conceivable sub- 
ject are asked. Whether they relate 
to personal business affairs, domestic 
matters. religious. problems, or legal 
disputes ; whether they are concerned 
with births, Barmitzvahs, marriages, 
or funerals, the Doctor gives each 
subject his most earnest consideration,

Synagogue, Mr. Avrum Schneeberg, 
who was born in Berlin, lives in the 
building with his wife. He is the typical 
East European Jew who, in spite 
of his long ordeal in Belsen; manages 
to retain his dry, purely Yiddish sense 
of humour. 

My final impression of Jewish life 
in Munich can be summed up as 
follows: It is now a tiny community, 
but consolidated and controlled, Life 
flows on almost normally, although 
the shadow of the past hangs over it 
depressingly. There ere a number of 
well-to-do cilizens, a percentage of 
tradesmen and working people, who 
make a fairly decent living, and a 
proportion of poor people. This is 
in conformity with the general pattern 
of many of Europe's post-war com- 
munities, 

I left Munich with a mingled feeling 
of sadness, pride, and hope.

English Nurse in Israel 


F one were to take a “ public 

opinion poll” in Israel on the 

motives and feelings which have 
animated the various ‘kinds and 
classes of settlers there, no doubt, 
besides those already made familiar 
to us, there would be some surpris- 
ing answers, At any rate, there are 
some surprises in the views 
expressed in a letter to her mother 
(a member of the West London 
Women Zionists’ Society) by Gloria 
Stolar. 

“You asked me.” writes Miss 
Stolar, “ to record a few of my impres- 
sions as a British setiler in Israel. But 
1 have not a particularly English out- 
look on life. I belong to no Zionist 
Movement—| am not inspired by 
Zionist ideas. | live here simply 
because I love Isracli people and the 
Isracli way of life. and I fecl myscli 
to be an Israch. 


No Attempt to Mix

SALARIES 


No General Increase 
To the Editor of Tae Jewtsn 


Sir.—-Your report of the last Lon- 
don Board meeting carried the Chair- 
man's budect statement, in which he 
mentioned that during the current year 

only three months’ increase of 
teachers’ salaries had been expended.” 

Since to the uninitiated this may sound 
as if there has been a general salary 
increase, | feel it only fair to my col 
leagdies to state that this t not the case 
The. categories of teachers who received 
an wecrement were ihose on the Inter- 
mediate and Diploma scaics, hcadmasicrs 
at the bigger centres, Mmisiry of Educa- 
tien certificated teachers, and the ninc 
full-ume teachers—the total of whom 
does not, unfortunately, make up a very 
large proportion of the Board's staff. 
Those on the basic scale (who form the 
great majority of the teachers) have 
received no addition since Ootober, 1954. 
and this 1s a matter of some concern, 
particularly in view of the nolorwous 
teacher shortage 

In its anmxicty to encourage both 
continuity. and long-term service the 
National Union of Hebrew Teachers bas 
asked for an increment for basic-scalkc 
teachers of over four years’ service, plus 
an increment at all levels after (tweive 
years. This, we fecl sure, % not only 
wistifiable on cconomic grounds bul also 
would do much to reduce the present 
in-and-out tendency among Hebrew 
teachers, a practice as professionally 
deplorable as it is educationally unsound.

lt is not surprising to find that a 
publication on Jewish youth activities 
stressing the religious approach has 
emanated from the young people of 
ihe progressive Jewish community. As 
the only considerable body of Jewish 
\outh associated directly with the 
s)nagogue, the leaders of the Youth 
Section of the World Union for Pro- 
gressive Judaism have long been con- 
cerned with the shortage of published 
material which can help the youth 
leader in his Jewish educational work. 
However, | wish I could say that this 
book is the real amswer to the needs 
of these synagogue groups. It is good 
in some parts, but poor in others, The 
scope is comprehensive, ranging from 
club accounting, publicity, and general 
administration to the arranging of an 
Oneg Shabbat; from social service to 
educational programmes of a serious 
and light kind. 

The book suffers from two glaring 
faults—first, any work produced in 
the form of an anthology prepared 
by more than twenty writers must vary 
in quality, This book is no exception. 
here are excellent articles by Rabb: 
Leslie Edgar and Dr. Van der Zy!: 
some first-rate contributions in a most 
comprehensive list of titles for club 
educational programmes, and many 
useful Jewish quiz questions, On the 
other hand the contributions on 
Book-keeping,”  “ Festival 
grammes,” and “Camp” are unlikely 
(0 be of much help in planning or 
conducting activities. The other major 
fault of the book is that it tries to 
Cater for youth in this country as well 
as in the United States: This is an

impossible task, and it has been shown 
repeatedly that the technique of youth 
organisations in this country 
little resemblance to that in the United 
States. and indeed the various attempts 
by central bodies in this country to 
formulate principles even for an over- 
all British Commonwealth Jewish 
youth policy have shown that this 1s 
quite unworkable. 

Youth methods and programmes 
grow naturally in the climate of thei 
own country. U.S.A, terminology. 
high-pressure publicity methods, and 
other features of North American 
youth work, especially in the field of 
gimmick with the 
“ Mitzvah Weeks” apparently so 
popular among “ Niftys” (National 
Federation of Temple Youth), bear no 
resemblance to the activities of youth 
groups in this country, and American 
methods of carrying out a releious 
youth programme can frequently be 
most embarrassing to a young person 
brought up here. In spite of these 
shortcomings the book is a worthwhile 
publication. beautifully produced and 
printed. and is an example of what can 
be achieved by the younger genera- 
tion attached to synagogue life when 
the congregational elders show some 
interest in their work,

KAFKA’S CASTLE 


Kafka’s Castle. By RONALD Grav. 


Cambridge University Press. 13s. 64, 
Reviewed by

How much of a Jew was Franz 
Kafka? This is a question that every 
Jewish reader is tempted to ask. The 
answer is: more than many of his 
Christian interpreters perhaps realise, 
and less than Dr. Max Brod, his close 
friend and literary executor, would 
have us believe. 

In his closely reasoned study of 
“The Castle.” Dr. Ronald Gray 
strikes a just balance between the two 
extremes. He affirms, as others have 
done before him, that “ The Castle 
isa “novel about a man’s entry into 
a State of grace,” but adds that the 
transformation “cannot be described 
as specifically Christian.” The stress 
in“ The Castle is cértainly on grace, 
as the stress in “ The Trial” is on the 
retribution of a just and jealous God. 
It might with equal fairness be said 
that the punishment of the hero in 
“ The Trial” cannot be described as 
specifically Jewish. 

Kafka was widely versed in both 
Jewish and Christian ways of thought, 
and there is little to be gained in 
attempting to weight the balance on 
one side or the other, since, except 
for a significant reference to the 
village church in “ The Castle ~ and 
the great cathedral scene in “ The 
Trial.” the theocratic ambiance im 
which Kafkas characters move 1s 
deliberately veiled in mystery. 


Recurrent Motifs 


Dr. Gray's avowed object is “to 
say what the castle means. not to the 
writer, but to the people in the novel.” 
This a particularly rewarding 
method with Kafka, because, believing 
that “ ordinary events are a miracle in 
themselves,” he always leaves his 
events and characters to trradiate their 
own miraculous quality from within. 
Dr (sray is a sensitive and percipient 
critic. He throws much fresh light on 
Kafka’s method, especially on his use 
of certain recurrent motifs such as 
pealing bells, babbling voices and 
happy crowds, to stiggest the “ grace ” 


which ts all about the hero. but to 
which, for so long, he is wilfully 
blind 


Ihis book quotes the observation of 
Aneel Flores, editor of ~ The Kafka 
Problem,” that “everyone who has 
read Kafka .. . seems not to have the 
sightest doubt that he understands 
him perfectly, and moreover that he 
is the only one who does.” 

l am no exception to this rule. and 
therefore | find myself often in dis 
agreement with Dr. Gray on points 
of interpretation. At the same time, 
his interpretations never offend 
agaist the text. J¢ ts merely that in 
that “ miraculous metaphor of inward 
life” which ts “The Castle.” con- 
fheting interpretations are not neces- 
sarily contradictory. The subject is 
mans relation: to God, and on that 
who would dare to say the last word’ 
Certainty not Kafka himself, who 


could not bring himself to complete’ 


the novel. and who desired that what 
there was of it should be burned after 
his death.

Proceedings of the Twenty-Third 
International Congress of Orientalists. 
Edited by Dents Sinor. Royal Asiatic 
Society. £2.

This is a valudble record of the 
important and impressive assembly 
which met at Cambridge in August. 
1954, under the patronage of H.M. 
The Queen. Among the members 
were many Jewish scholars from 
Britain and other lands, who contri- 
buted to the various sections, which 
included Egyptology, Semitic Studies, 
Assyriology, Islamic Studies, and 
Orient-Occident. The learned institu- 
tions which were officially represented 
at the Congress included: the Hebrew 
University of Jerusalem: the Depart- 
ment of Antiquities, Ministry of 
Education and Culture, Israeli Govern- 
ment: the Hebrew Union College- 
Jewish Institute of Religion: and the 
International Organisation of Old 
Testament Scholars. 3 

Over 900 members, comprising some 
forty nationalities, attended the Con- 
gress. In his concluding address, the 
President, Sir Ralph Turner, well 
expressed the spirit which animated 
its proceedings: “Coming from every 
quarter of the globe, you have been 
divided neither by race nor by 
nationality nor by religion, you have 
formed no factions, you have been 
animated by one purpose only, to 
strengthen by friendship the brother- 
hood of Orientalists.and so to pursue 
truth wherever it may lie.”

Past Year’s Activities 


The Tercentenary of the Anglo- 
Jewish community has featured 
prominently in the work of the 
Central Jewish Lecture Committee of 
the Board of Deputies during the 
past year.’ Talks were given to 
Christian organisations in many parts 
of the country on the history of the 
community, its religious and family 
life and educational and social insti- 
tutions. 

The film strip on “ The Synagogue 
had provided illustrated descriptions of 
historic synagogues. During the last three 
months of the year, owmg to the rising 
tension in the Near East, there was par- 
tcular interest in the relationsinps 
between Isracl and the Arab world and 
on life in Israel. The annual total of 52! 
lectures included 200 on many aspects of 
group relations, 168 on religious and 
historical subjects, and 153 on topics 
connected with Isracl. 

The Committee's studies in the field of 
religious education was welcomed by 
teachers and training-college lecturers 
The Commuitiee received the thanks of a 
County Standing Advisory Council on 
Religious Education for study material 
provided for a Teachers’ Course. Each 
teacher was supplied with the Commu- 
tee’s publications and pictorial material

Many representative national organisa- 
tions, who had circulated the lecture list 
for the 1957 session to their local associw- 
tions and publicised the Committee s 
comprehensive programme, had greatly

TOBIAS THEODORES 


Marcu 22, 1957

HE Centenary of the Man- 
chester Congregation of 
British Jews seems a fitun 
occasion to revive the memory 
one of tts more distinguished 
founder-members, who was also a 
remarkable figure in Anglo-Jewry 
a hundred years ago: Protessor 
Tobias Theodores, the scholar, the 
70th anniversary recently of whose 
death passed sadly unnoticed, | 
The learned and witty Hebraist 1s 
now almost forgotten, even in Man- 
chester. where he spent the best part 
of his life. he is hardly remembered. 
Yet when he died, in 1886, the Man 
GUARDIAN considered Man- 
chester was “the poorer by the loss 
of one of the most accomplished of 
her citizens.” The name of Theodores, 
an editorial said, would “always be 
associated with the eafly days of 
Owens College,” because “he was 
of those who helped to make the instr 
tution famous . and with honour 
to himself and advantage to hundreds 
of students he filled during a long 
course of years two of its most impor- 
tant Chairs The love of learning 
for its own sake was a@ passion with 
him. and the extent of his attainments 
often surprised even his intimate 
friends. 


Profitable Occupation 


Theodores (whose real name was 
the other way round: Theodor 
lobias) came from Margulin, in the 
Prussian Province of Posen. In 1822, 
at the age of 14, he was taken by 
an uncle to London, but four years 
later he left for Manchester, where he 
served as an accountant with a Lands 
man's firm, Messrs. G. Gumpel & Co. 
It was a sound and profitable occupa- 
tion, and Gumpels were highly salis- 
hed with tus performance, paying him 
1 verv substantial salary 

But in spite of every temptation, 
accountancy was not his calling, and 


he resigned to set about teaching 
languages in various places of Lan 
cashire and Yorkshire [his was 


rather a precarious existence, al least 
financially, though Gumpels still 
engaged him for auditing their annual 
accounts at £100 on each occasion, 
and his proper career did not begin 
until 1851, when he was the first to 
be appointed teacher of German and 
Hebrew at the newly founded Owens 
College. By 1860 he was Professor 
of Oriental and Modern Languages-— 
in the considered opinion of the 
College directors, “a teacher of great 
originality and single-minded devo- 
tion,” one than whom, they found, 
NO one was more fAlted to illustrate 
the vocation of the scholar and to 
commend it to the imitation of his 
pupils.” 


Prolific Writer 


His. scholarship impressed Moses 
Margoliouth, the Hebrew Christian 
historian, who compliments him on 
the “ able and learned articles ” which 
~ enriched and adorned many a 
literary and scientific journal.” 
Theodores was, indeed, a_ prolific 
writer, chiefly. on Jewish affairs. Two 
of his better-known papers deal with 
~ The Oral Law and jts Defenders” 
and “ The Rabbinical Law of Excom- 
munication; his “Study of Arabic 
and Hebrew” (1860) is quoted in 
Nahum Sokolow’s “History — of 
Zionism,” and famous is a three-and- 
a-hali-column letter to THe Times on 


the Ritual Murder lie of Damascus. 


That letter was thought by his con- 
temporaries to have “saved the Jews 
of England from much danger at a 
critical time.” Had the anti-Jewish 
insinuations then at large been left 
inadequately answered, the mission of 
Moses Montefiore, it was felt. might 
well have been a failure: indeed. it 
was seriously feared that the very 
cause of emancipation might have 
suffered. “As a Jew.” said the 
Jewish Wor.p, “ Theodores deserved 
well. His love of Judaism was 
intense, and it applied to the race 
almost as much as to the religion.” 

_At one time it was hoped to secure 
his talents for the editorship of a 
journal to be entitled “ Anglo-Jewish 
Archives,” but the project never 
advanced very far. He was among 
the contributors to the first issue of 
the Voice or JAcos. and frequently 
wrote, as“ T.T.,” for the early Jewisu 
CHRONICLE, though he later grew 
somewhat uncertain of the qualities 
displayed by the “Jiidisches Kar- 
mckel.” .In 1874 he thought the 
Jewish “ Chronique Scandaleuse ” was 
getting more “ old-womanish” every 
week, chiefly because of its treatment 
of Jewish literature: “ Religious 
literature, according to the definition 
given by the scholars of THe Jewisn 
CHRONICLE, are-—Orthodox cookery 
books.” This opinion was part of a 
wider view of Anglo-Jewry: “ Among 
the English Jews prevails "—he writes 
in 1875-—" not the peace but the still- 
ness of death.” 

He did what he could to put life 
into dry bonts.”. He Was not only 
among those who founded the Reform 
Synagogue in Madchester ; in 1873 he 
was its Presiding Warden, and-it was 


| he who was chiefly responsible for the 


ae 


calling of the Rev. Schitler. 


Szinessy. Indeed, one of the later 
ministers of that synagogue. the Rey 
L. M. Simmons, went so far as to 
assert that “by nearly every membe, 
of the congregation Theodores was 
regarded in the same light as the Ar 
of the Covenant was in ancient Israc| ” 
He staunchly championed the claim 
of the dissenters, and when the 
foundation-stone of the Reform 
gogue was laid, in 1857, he attacked 
the “ over-weening ecclesiastics” who 
he said had presumed to threaten hix 
friends with a “ bull of excommunic.. 
tion.” Nor were his own superior, 
spared critical examination. Qu; 
Vatican in Berkeley Street.” he found 
was “slumbering in blessed peace 
enjoying the comforts of healrhy 
finance and beset by no doult :),: 
this world is the best of all possibic 
worlds” 


Concern About Antisemitism 


Apart from internal Jewish affairs. 
Theodores took a Special interes: ip 
the stirrings Of an antisemitism which. 
he noted in 1883, — thrives here exciv- 
sively im the regions of the élite. 
among the men of Ietters.” The Jews. 
he laments in 1881, ate ~ popular in 
no country, not even in tne frees 
He actually read in the German 
papers then an appeal to German Jews 
not to leave the Fatherland. as the, 
were likely to find conditions abroad 
hardly very much better than at home 
At the same time, while an admire, 0! 
Bismarck, he recognised some cv)! 
portems in his native country. Refer- 
ring to prosecutions of the press. 
expulsions, and an ~ index expurea 
torius, he remarks, in 1879: ~ These 
are sorry blessings for the German 
people lt cannot end weil.” 

But at bottom he was not concerned 
with politics, and perhaps even his 
scholarship was: surpassed by a 
greater quality—tuis essential humar 
ism. The coileagues at Owens Collece 
compared him to Nathan the Wis 
and, like Lessing’s character... the, 
thought he would be ~ best remen 
bered by the old-fashioned cichtcen: 
century word Menschenfreund.”

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STAMP NOTES 


Israel’s Second Coin Set 


By L. N. and M. WILLIAMS 


Israel's first stamps in designs show- 
ing ancient coins were issued on May 
16, 1948. and remained in use for 
about eighteen months, being super- 
seded in December, 1949, by what 
philatelists refer to as the second 
“Com set, 


The need for 
these new stamps 
was obvious. In 


original issue had 
been regarded 
simply as a pro 
visional series, and 
secondly, there was 
a change of cur- 


rency im _ Israel, 
with 1,000 prutot 
equalling one 


shekel, so that the first stamps, which 
had values in mils, naturally were 
obsolete 

Although at first sight the designs of 
the second set may scem almost identical 
with those of the first, there are several 
important differences: they are larger 
and at the top appears the word Yisroei 
instead of Doar Ivri; at the foot, next 
to the figure of value, is the word 
“Isracil,” which did not appear on the 
first issue: and on each side of the coins 
can be seen descriptive wording which 
was absent from the stamps of 1945. 
The first series was produced at the 
Government Printing Press by the letter- 
press (typographic) method, but the 
second issue was printed by photo-litho- 
graphy by Lewin-Epsicin, Lid. of Bat 
Yam. In photo-lithography, which has 
been emploved cxtensively for the later 
stamps of Israel, the designs are cepro- 
duced photographically on to a metal 
base and printing takes place by the use 
of greasy ink, 

The values in the second set were 3}, 
10, 15, and SO prutot, the neher 
denominations being in pictorial designs 
It is in the second series that the fefe- 
béche varieties. mentioned on March 1,

The second production of FEdwigc 
Feuillre’s season at the Palace Theatre 
the double bill of “La Parisienne 
and “tLe Carosse du Saint-Sacrement.” 
Instead of exploiting her undoubted per- 
sonal beauty, Mme Feuillere absorbs inio 
a her consummate skill as a comediennc. 
it is @ joy to watch her Movements as 
she sweeps her hasband and her lever 
along in the now familiar theme of the 
triangular ménage. in Henri Beoque 's 
play. Bernard Noc! is excellent as the 
lover who develons the absurd notion of 
being jealous of the husband. In the 
second pla ylet she is a cocotie of the 
most flaming scarict, who develops a fii 
of picty and presents to the church the 
carriage and pair which she has received, 
only an hour cartier, from her lover. 
Pascall Mazvotti gives an cxcellent per- 
formance as the pecevish aristocrat and 
dupe, afflicted by the gout. 

The final production is 
“ Phédre,” and here there is a compicte 
physical chanee. resort to the 
make-up box, this beauulul woman 
becomes nol only old but unattractive. 
Those graceful hands and fingers are now 
simisicr tendrils: her movements are 
heavy and fraught with foreboding. For 
all that, her performance m this play is 
ithe least successful in her repcriomwe. It 
has been deliberaicly toned down to 
avoid the usual crescendo of Greck 
tragedy. bul ihe result instead of being 
arresting slightly monotonous.

THE WIT TO WOO 


Nothing changes More quickly than 
fashion im the theatre. Ten vears ago 
Chrstopher Frys verbal  felicities. his 
acrobatic action and his sparkling verse 
led the way to a new writing.

(Arts Theatre) ts only a flaccid mmetation

THE IRON DUCHESS 


“The Iron Duchess,” Wilham Douglas

mous “ Gimalia ”” are im revolt; so is 
the Duchess's cook: and the paralic! is 
extended so far that because the Gumalhan 
revolutionary is to be executed, the cook 
(who had retired to the shrubbery with a 
shotgun and a bottle of gin) musi also 
face a firing squad. So improbable a 
situation could be saved only by the most 
sparkling of epigrams, which the play. 
unhappily, does not provide. Ronald 
Squire sails through the part of the Duke 
wih the minimum of trowble; Athene 
Sevier is pleasantly “ scatty “ as his con- 
sort: Gladys Henson is by turns trucu- 
lent and tearful as the cook; and there 
is a mice litle performance by Anne Leon 
as a maid. In all. a sligit play with which 
amateurs ought to have a lot of fun. 


OLIVE OGILVIE 


A curvaceous, bleached-blonde Holly- 
wood star aspiring to become an intellec- 
tual silage actress .. . this is the theme 
Jeasily secognisable) of “ Olive Ogilvie.” 
lieht comedy at the Aldwych Theatre. 
Yolande m berscif an intelligent 
“dumb blonde ™ whO can act. gives a 
neat parody of the film star's ludicrous 
attempt to apoly her special techmequc 
© stright actme. Phil Brown, as her 
merve-racke’! agent, and John Justin, a 
cynical playwright who finally persuades 
her to make the most of ‘what she really 
can do, give a © gupport; and there 
are a coupic hilarious scenes with 
Ronald Radd and Harold Lang cari- 
caturing a modern script-writer and an 
East Side actor, respectively. 


Racine 's 


The opportunity to hear Igor Oistrakh 
in two concerto master-works, the 
BRecthoven and the Tchaikovsky, at the 
Albert Hall on Thursday of last week, 
brought a revelation of thts young 
violinist’s powers, both technically and in 
interpretative regards. Not that techm- 
cally he is as perfect as a oumber of 
others among the worlds icading 
violinists, but he has a smoothness of 
phrasing, a tenderness and warmth of 
tone, especially in the lower register, that 
can only be described as ravishing. The 
Beethoven had many felicttous moments, 
not least in the Larghetto, but ut was the 
Tchaikovsky that stamped Ojstrakh the 
younger as a very great artist. it ts 
customary, in the West especially, to play 
this concerto solely for is virtuoso 
possibilities, as though it_were the violin 
rival to the Tchaikovsky First Piano Con- 
certo. Oistrakh played x with a reflective 
genticness that brought out all its most 
charactertstically Russian quality, and im 
consequence the slow movement was 
deeply touching in its nostalgic 
As for the last movement, Oistrakh made 
i¢ sound almost akin to the finale of 
Mendelssohn's E minor Violin Concerto, 
so lightly and flectly did he oye | it off 
George Hurst conducted the London 
Philharmonic Orchestra with discretion 
and regard for the soloust. 


SHURA CHERKASSKY 


One could be sure that Shura 
Cherkassky, at the Albert Hall on 
Sunday evening, would play 
Tchaikovsky's First Piano Concerto 
in the erand what onc 
could not be sure of was whether « would 
come off. For Cherkassky is one of the 
unpredictables. In the event, the fluctuat- 
ing tempi, the exageerated rubato, the 
headlong scampers up and down scale 


passages, together with the whispering 
pianissimos and the ntle turning of 
delicate phrases, all fell into place to 


make a homogencous and artists inicr- 
pretation. Certainly his micrpretation 
was entirely his own, and although af 
times one almost fel him stramimg 
against the orchestral leash and waitme 
for a solo passage in which he could go 
it alone, on the whole George Weldon and 
the London Symphony Orchesira were 
equal to his wayward and purposeful 
moods. The rest of the Ap oe was 
devoted to such popular chaikovsky 
numbers as “Romeo and Juliet.” the 
“Swan Lake ™ suite, and the Andanic 
Cantabile for strings. 


KING DAVID SINGERS 


For professional purposes the London 
Jewish Male Choir has adopted the name 
“King David Singers,” and under this 
name they appeared m a recital drawn 
from their repertoire of Yiddish and 
Hebrew songs at the Arts Iheaire on 
Monday evening. The Yiddish secular 
group included a version of “ E:li, Eli,” 
which i open to the usual objections 
made against this song. for ut is not the 
less sentimentalised by having solo 
parts distributed among three voices. 
Bobonyu” and the “Song of the 
Messiah ~ have a much more genuincly 
religious quality as the choir sing them. 
An Australian baritone, Claude May. 
joined with the chor im “ Chanitah.” and 


sang the “Credo” from “ Otello” and 
“ Cortigiant™” from ™ Rigoletto.” with

his excellent voice to fine dramatic cffect, 
and in due course should find his way to 
the operatic stage.

If iso Ellinson’s performance in the

highest class of greatness, the lack was 
Rot so much in his interpretation as in 
littl weaknesses of execution. Bat there 
were many felkciious momenis to be 
delighted in, notably when he was playing 
mezzo-jorte in the top half of the key- 
board. Sianley Pope and the London 
Philharmonic Orchesi ra provided a vigor- 
ous but rather rough accompaniment. 
The “Eroica” Symphony, which followed 
the interval, was. played with every regard 
to correct expression, sound tempi, good 
phrasing, and all the other ingredients 
of a standard performance, but they did 


irile pre- 
not add up to fresh or really virile pre- 
sentation.

Such is her artistry that, with the 
slightest inflection of her vouce, she can 
convey a wealth of meanings, delightfully 
iHiustrated im the Yiddish song “ Two 
Letters, and the Danish song “ Rosalil 
and her Mother.” Her deep insight 
into the spiritual culture of the Jewish 
people was movingly exemplified m 
Hamavdil and “ A Dudele.” No less 
masterly were Ferdinand Rauter's piano 
accompaniments, which added subtle 
touches of shadow to Mme Lund's vical 
portraits.

WORKERS AND STRIKES

strikes which disorganise the 
working life of the people. 
Adjustments have to be made regu- 
larly to ensure that wages and work- 
ing hours are in conformity with the 


‘HERE are always a number of 


umes. Sometimes the disputes are 
very serious and the worker puts 
down his tools or refuses fo work 


until he has spoken to the authorities, 
who listen to both sides of the ques- 
tion before giving a decision. 

It is Of great interest to read what 
Jewish law had to say on the topic of 
labour im early days. There was an 
exiremely high standard governing 
the relationship between master and 
worker. -The rabbis devoted much 
time and thought to deal fairly with 
both sides. They decided that it was 
untair to keep back wages that were 
due and had been earned, but on the 
other hand, the workman was bound 
to give the best he could in accord- 
ance with his contract. 

There was one famous rabbi 
(Meir) who even went so far as to 
Say that a workman who disregarded 
the instructions and wishes of his 
master was acting as a robber, 


Spare-time Teaching 


The rabbis were nearly all work- 
men and taught only im their spare 
time. Teaching was not a means of 
earning moncy, it was done for the 
love of Judaism and their wish to 
see it practised. 

For example, Rabbi Abba Joseph 
was a builder, but was often called 
into consultation in his capacity as a 
learned man. The story is told of 
him that one day a man came to the 
rabbi while he was at work and found 
him on a scaffold. The visitor called 
to him to come down, saying, “ I wish 
lo consult you on a point of law.” 

No.” answered the rabbi. 


Cannot take any of my employer's 
time to speak to you. Come and see 
me this evening at home and I will 
try to help you.” 

A Similar story is told of Rabbi 
Abba Hilkiah. He was known to be 
a devout man, almost a saint, and 
everyone was convinced that when he 
prayed his prayers would be answered. 
It happened in a very dry season (and 
you know how Israel needs water), 


the people came to him to beg him to 


pray on their behalf for rain. They 
could not find him at home and after 
a search found him working in a near- 
by field. They grected him and told 
him what they wanted, but he con- 
tinued to work without interruption 
until be had finished the job. He then 
prayed aloud for rain and the rain 
fell. He asked their pardon for not 
answering them, bul pointed out that 
he had promised to do a day's work. 


Talmudic Laws 


If we look into the Talmud we will 
find passages about the method of 
paying wages, and the rights of work- 
men were certainly considered. 

A very interesting topical point is 
the law about landlords. (1 expect 
you have heard that a Kent Bill is to 
be introduced and the many difficul- 
ties that have cropped up.) Buf in 
Taimudic days no landlord was 
allowed to give notice to a tenant 
who had lived in a house for three 
years. In the contract the landlord 
was obliged to provide water vessels 
in a house, If the landlord wished to 
sell the house and the tenant had 
lived there at least three years he had 
a hazaka (right) to buy the house 
before it was offered to anyone else. 

The prestige of Jewish law was 
extremely high and it recognised 
liberty and equality of both employer 
and worker. 


MEANING OF ALIYA 


Many of you must have come 
across and used the word Aliya. It 
is generally used in the sense of immi- 
gration to Israel, but the actual mean- 
ing of the word is “ going up.” Why 
then do we call immigration to Isracl 
“going up”? The reason for that 

back to ancient times when the 
Sraclites inhabited the mountainous 
parts of Palestine, while the fertile 
plains and valleys as well as the coast- 
lands were inhabited, in the main, 
by non-Israclites—Canaanites, Phili- 
Stines, Phoenicians, and others. if, 
therefore, you went to the Land ol 
Israel proper—in other words, to 
those parts of the country which were 
inhabited by the Israelites—-you had 
to “go up™ the mountains in order 
to get there. 

An immigrant to Israel is called 
Oleh (one who goes up), and when a 
number of immigrants come to Israel, 
we say that so’ many Olim have 
arrived in the Promised Land. In the 
past 75 vears there have been several 
waves of immigration, which are 
termed Alivor (plural form of Aliya). 
The first modern Aliya took place in 
1882 and was led by a group ol 
Russian-Jewish students. They were 
followed in the decade preceding the 
First. World War by considerably 
larger groups of Jewish workers trom 
Russia, who revived the Hebrew 
language and founded the first kib- 
butzim (collective settlements). The 
third Aliva. this time mainly from 
Poland. took place in the years alte! 
the First World War. From 1933 
onwards many thousands of perse- 
cuted German Jews found refuge in 
Eretz Yisrael. 


Waves of Immigration 


During the Second World War and 
after numerous Jewish refugees who 
were not allowed to enter Palestine 
went ‘there “legally “—the so-called 
Aliya Bet. Since the State of Israel 
was founded in 1948 there has been 
continuous mass immigration from 
every corner of the globe. A glorious 
chapter in this story of the return to 
our ancient home has been written 
by the Youth Aliyah movement 
which since 1934 has brought to Eretz 
Yisrael no less than 75,000 children, 
many of them orphans, from some 
70 countries. 

No less than 13,000 children are at 
present being looked after by Youth 
Aliyah im 240. different centres 
throughout the length and breadth of 
Israel. There are 72 Youth Aliyah 
villages which are specially reserved 
for children. Another 6,000 children 
are due to arrive in Israel this year 
from Egypt, Hungary, and Poland.

approved. Mr. Hammarskjoeld called 
the Israeh delegate, Mr. Abba Eban, 
inio bis office to discuss only the first 
resolution on the proposition that 
ine second could not even be talked 
about until withdrawal was compicted 
Mr. Eban told him that this was not 
his understanding, nor that of most o! 
ine member States, and that he would 
nol descuss one without ithe other. He 
requested Mr. Hammarskjoeld to ask 
Eevpt whether she was prepared to 
join with Israel in a statement of non- 
belligerency, and whether she agreed 
\0 allow free shipping in the Gulf of 
Aqaba and the Suez Canal. Mr. 
Hammarskjoeld refused to do so, and 
Mr. Eban then refased to see him. 

lt was at this point of deadlock that 
the scene shifted to Washington, and 
the “ understandings.” or ~ assump- 
lions” om the part of Israel were 
arrived at, These, it can be said with- 
Oul equivocation, were actually secret 
agreements reached by Israel and the 
United States, 


_ Meanwhile, vague threats of sanc- 
liens were coming from the American 
delegation and from Washington, and 


Overt threats from the Afro-Asian 
bloc. The Soviet bloc attempted to 
switch this effort to the Security 


Council, where the veto obtains. on 
the ground that sanctions were not 
Only meaningless but illegal in the 
General Assembly—obviously with 
the thought of the non-implementa- 
tion “of the Hungarian resolutions in 
mind. The USSR. got only bitter 
atiacks from the Arab States for its 
pains, and decided to give its support 
to the sanctions threat in the 
Assembly. Six Afro-Asian States then 
introduced. through Lebanon. a reso- 
lution similar to the American draft 
that had been vetoed “in the Security 
Council, but it had become plain by 
that time that resolutions either could 
not win approval. or would be agreed 
to by such a tiny majority, because of 
abstentions, that they would be mean- 
ingless. 

On March 4 Mrs. Golda Meir, the 
Israeli Foreign Minister, announced 
in the Assembly her country’s decision 
to withdraw from Sharm F!. Sheikh 
and the Gaza Strip on the “ assump- 
tions ” that she would have freedom 
of passage ; that the Egvptians would 
not return to the Gaza area: and that 
an miernational force would be 
stationed in the Sirip pending a peace 
Settlement between Isracl and Egypt 
Or a final determination of its future. 
She said that Israel reserved the right 
under the self-defence Article L1 of the 


Charter to implement her “ assump- 
tions” if Egypt ignored or defied 
them. 
Cabinet Crisis 

Thus, the end of that particular 
phase of the crisis seemed at hand— 
untii Mr. Lodge rose. to. state 
Americas continued understanding 
that Egypt had both military and civil 
rents to the Gaza Strip under the 
Armistice. Agreement [his created 


the Cabinet crisis im Jerusalem. and it 
was not until President Eisenhower 
sent personal assurances to the Isracli 
Prime Minister, Mc. Ben-Gurion. that 
withdrawal began to be implemented. 

Mr. Hammarskjoeld seemed through- 
out to be partial to Eevpt’s arguments 
and deaf to Isracls. But he was not 
alone in this. He had the overwhelm- 
ine support of the members. as the 
votes on the various resolutions show. 
Most important. he had the backing 
of the two greatest Powers in the U.N 


the United States and the Soviet 
Union. 
Mr. Eban. in his speech on the 


evening of March 8, expressed gratiti- 
cation to the U.S.A., Canada, and other 
States which had helped to promote 
a final solution at least partly satis- 
factory to Israel. He ignored Mr. 
Hammarskioeld completely, while Mr. 
Fawzi. the Eevptian Foreign Minister, 
praised no one but the Secretary- 
General.

“EVERYTHING IS IN IT” 


By Rabbi MAURICE HOOL* 


ISTENING to the play “ The 
Same Sky,” broadcast by the 
B.B.C. not long ago, one was 

not confident that Miss Yvonne 
Mitchell's answer of adaptability 
was the best solution to our prob- 
lem. Adaptability has been one of 
the great virtues which have helped 
to create the “mellower Anglo- 
Jewish form.” The Jew, following 
the pattern of his English proto- 
type, now, as Solomon Schechter 
put it, takes “ his religion from the 
Bible, his laws from the Romans, 
his culture from the classics, and 
his politics from his party.” Conse- 
quently, although we acquit our- 
selves admirably in every sphere of 
life in this country, our activities 
are not inspired by anything essen- 
tially Jewish. Conformism has 
caused Judaism to play little part 
in the formation of our general 
behaviour and daily life. 

It is not readily to be supposed that 
this division of the ecclesiastical and 
the secular is a symptom of a purely 
Jewish disease rather than a manifesta- 
tion of a widespread and typical 
modern malaise. In the words of 
Victor White, “The gods are dead 
indeed—-at least to the consciousness 
of masses of Western men and women. 
Even among those who still pay them 
the lip-service of conventional acknow- 
ledement they are seldom realised as 
decisive active powers in the forma- 
tion of human life and behaviour.” 


Inescapable Factors 


But, although they are dead, they 
will not lic down. Modern thought is 
exposing them again in all their naked 
primitiveness as inescapable factors in 
the fashioning of human behaviour. 
It is suggested that man possesses what 
is described as “a natural religious 
function” and that this influences him 
in its way as powerfully as do the 
other basic instincts. We may have 
replaced our loyalties by more 
sophisticated ideas and adopted a new 
sense of values, but these ideas are 
considered to be simply a different 
expression of the dynamism of the 
religious function. Scientifically 
labelled and filed, the gods, as Victor 
White tells us, all the more persistently 
go abegging for our attention. 

In our case, this is indicated by an 
inquiring youth with the recognition 
that there is a vital problem, by the 
fact that the young Jew feels that his 
religion is at odds with his daily life.

However, he has begun to realicc that 
any efforts to amend and OCcidentalise 
our religion can only serve as a means 
to a further levelling down of oy; 
intellectual and spiritual standards 
This reveals to us that Judaic» still 
has a clam upon him as imperious 
as ever before. 

The apparent apathy of our \ ouh 
has been noted in the lament of " 
previous contributor to this series tha 
“the young adults of the communi 
are not interested § in SYNagogue 
management Or the Organisation of 
religious amenities.” The reason fo, 
this lack of interest may spring from 
a revolt against the idea thar oy; 
super-organisational activities should 
be passed off as Judaism. Our \ owh 
are looking for something more sub. 
stantial—and we have that more to 


offer. 
Jewish Atmosphere 


This will be found in an atmosphery 
more intensely Jewish and quite <\/- 
ferent from that in which we have 
lived hitherto. This atmosphere cay 
only be created with the help of , 


revival of Jewish learning. Starting 
in our day schools, the curriculum 
there must centre on Torah literature. 


Trach, Mishna. Talmud. An o: 
of Jewish intellectual production 
should be the aim of our schools. For 
our young adults we can form orvani- 
sations on the pattern of the com- 
paratively new ~ Hovevey Torah, 
with a programme of unadulicrate 
Torah studies. [hese Organisations. 
while not giving the intensity of learn- 
ing acquired by those fortunate 
enough to study at the yeshivot. wil 
bring a more intimate knowlede: 
our Talmud, which will provide 
fabric on which the pattern of the 
Jewish way of life can be woven 
In the Talmud the student ~ wil! 
discern an earnest desire—not su: 
passed or scarcely equalled elsewhere 
—to fill and penetrate the whole of 
human life with religion,” as Solomon 
Schechter wrote. If we are to insist 
on living outside Israel and wish to 
retain our identity, then Judaism 
“ must be everything if it is to be 
anything.” Animated by enthusiasm 


and zeal, an intelligent study of our 
literature will reveal to ovr youth that 
Torah 3s not at odds with, or a fulfil 
ment of, the daily life, but is complete

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GERMAN LEADER 
IN ISRAEL 


Establishing Normal 
Relations 
From our Own Correspondent 


JERUSALEM 

Herr Erich Ollenhawer, the leader 
of the Social Democratic Party in 
West Germany, arrived in Israel for a 
ten-day visit on Monday as the guest 
of the Israeli Government and of the 
Mapai Party. 

Special precautions were taken at 
Lydda Ajrport, but there were no 
incidents. He will tour the country and 
will have talks with Mr. Ben-Gurion and 
other Ministers and with Histadrut 
and Mapai leaders. 

He said at the airport that not only 
his party but the majority of Germans 
would like to have close relations with 
the pedple of Isracl. He added that 
even while he was  visitin Isracl 
thousands of German youths were 
holding a “ brotherhood week to com- 
memoraic the victims of the Nazis al 
Bergen-Belsen. 

Replying to a question. he said that 
his party and others in Germany wished 
io have normal diplomatic relations with 
Isracl, but the decision was “ not only 
in our hands.” 

Political observers here are of the 
opinion that this visit. following the 
recent dispatch of a Press Attaché to 
the Isracli Purchasing Mi<sion in West 
Germany, presages the establishment of 
normal diplomatic relations between 
Israel and Germany.

It is unlikely, however, that this 
demand will be. fulfilled. One of the 
purposes of Mr. Hammarskjocld’s visit 
to Cairo may be to restrain the Egyptians 
from taking further measures to 
strengthen their hold on the Strip. 

Mr. Hammarskjocld is known to be in 
favour of stationing United Nations 
troops on both sides of the armistice 
line in the Gaza Strip and the Nitzana 
demilitarised zone. To this proposal, 
isracis reply continues to be that no 
observers or guards aré necded on her 
side of the line, since she does not claim 
belligerent nights against Egypt but on the 


contrary wants peace with that country. 


Tension over the Gaza Sirip would be 
somewhat cased if the Israelis were at 
least certain of the freedom of passage 
for their shipping through the Tiran 
Sirants. Five ships—Costa Rican, Italian, 
Dutch. and two small Isracl? vessels—— 
have been and are still plying to and 
from Elath. But a more significant test 
will be provided tn a few days’ time with 
the expected arrival at Elath of the 
Danish vessel Brigitte Toft. the first 
sizeable ship to altempt the passage of 
the Tiran Straits since the Israch with- 
drawal from Sharm E! Sheikh. 

One of the “ hopes and expectations ” 
associaied with the Israeli withdfawal 
was that ships of. United States registry 


would be sent through the Tiran Siraits- 


to underline the international character 
of the waterway. There is at present no 
indication that the United States intends 
to carry out this promise. 

As regards the re-opening of the Suez 
Canal, israel is to press vigorously for 
her right of freedom of passage. Mr. 
Ben-Gurion told a United Nations press 
correspondent this weck, in afiswer to 
a question, that “Israel will naturally 
exercise her rights of free passage when 
the Canal is re-opened. It i to be 
hoped that the necessary international 
pressure will be applied to Egypt should 
she atiemp; to renew her illegal 
blockade.” 

While the wave of anger in Isracl 
which accompanied the adverse develop- 
menis following the withdrawal 
has somewhat subsided, official circles 
here are gravely perturbed about future 
United States policy for the Middle East. 
Now. that Congress has endorsed the 
Eisenhower Doctrine, it is clear that 
America must concentrate her efforts on 
persuading the Arab States to agree to 
it.

Reactions in the press and Congress 
to the joint statement issued on Mon- 
day night by Mr. Foster Dulles, the 
U.S.A. Secretary of State, and Mrs. 
Golda Meir, the Israeli Foreign 
Minister, have not been favourable. 

Senator Johnson, the Democratic leader 
in the Senate, stated that there was “ no 
doum in the minds of anyone about the 
assumptions upon which the Israeli with- 
drawal had been based.” Senator Morse 
(Democrat, Oregon) said that Mr. 
Dulles’ policies towards Israel were $0 
much agamet the interests of the United 
Siates that he failed to see “ how = the 
Admimuistration could justify his continu- 
ance office.’ 

In the course of his two-hour meeting 
with Mrs. Meir, Mr. Dulles gave an 
assurance that the United States Govern- 
ment stands’ firmly by its expressed 
“ hopes. and expectations” concerning 
United Nations responsibiltties in> 
and the free passage of all nations 
through ihe Siraus of Tiran. 

The joint communiqué stated that the 
United States Government was Concerned 
about current Middie East developments 
and would continue to use its influence 
Maimiain peace m-the area. 

Mrs. Meir’s Fears 

Mrs, Mew expressed her deep concern 
at the return of Egypt to the Gaza Strip, 
the re-establishment of iis control therein, 
and the reduction of ‘the responsibilities 
of the United Nations in the area.
